WATmi ffllNES PEISECUTION 



It is the oonMnmu of opinion in 
the Tom Wataon am that only his 
plea of not being the only guilty 
party saved him from eoBTlction, 

as on the Rtan4 he pleaded that 
the Jefferson TubllBhlng Company 
Bhould have been Indicted and 
whluingly conipliiined that it was 
persecution on tlie part of Cath 
Giles. Another thing in his favor 
was the fact that a I'rof. Pulliam, 
summoned by the OoTemment, 
testiHed that the obscene matter 
fras in Latin and that he, as an 
expert Latin scholar, had a hard 
time in translating it so that the 
obscenity in it would be more ap- 
parent. District Attorney Donald 
son cl.iimed beforr I lie dose of the 
trial that he had been deceived by 
Puliain in regard to the testimony 
he would offer and endeavored to 
have that worthy indleted, but 
Pnlllam left town before the off! 
eials could apprehend him. As* 
proof that the Latin was easily 
translated the District Attorney put 
two iiiuotoen-year-old boys on tho 
stand, who easily translated the oli- 
scene matter. The list of Jurors 
trying the case were T. O. Ounn, 
(J. R. Jenkins, Stephen F. Harrold, 
John P. Hall, J. A. Crawford, E. O. 
Dent, B. R. Tanner, 0. B. Brown, 
J. S. Skinner, J. 8. Care, C. J. 
Bkinner and Phillip S. North. 

Watson acted as chief counsel for 
the defense and attempted to Intro- 
duce testimony that he was being 
persecuted by the Catholic church, 
but this was overruled by Federal 
Judge Lambdin, who stated that 
this was a Government prosecution 
strictly and that he would not al- 
low any other testimony except that 
referring to the obscene matter 
transmitted through the malls by 
V^atson. To Watson^s defense that 
the obscene matter was only In- 
telllp:ible to tlioso able to read 
Latin the Judge ruled that if it was 
discernible to anyone it was a viola- 
tion of the United States postal 
Uwa. In questlonliig Post-offloe 
IBspeetor Knight, Watson asked if 
he was a member of the Knights 
of Columbus, and the witness an- 
swered "No." Watson also at- 
tempted to Introduce into the trial 
that lie was beinc persecuted for his 
course in the Frank case when he 
advocated and espoused hanging of 
rreak la the Mary Phag:an case 
TUe WM ruled out by the court. 

Watson's chief counaol, William 
H. Fleming, in lite argument 
pleaaed for the dtsmiaaal of his 
client, but did not defend his oourso 
of sendlnR vile and obscene matter 
through the mails, and his tribute 
to the Catholic Sisters and Cath- 
olics in Ki noral was galling to Wat- 
son and Marvin Brown, the editor 
of the Menaee, who was present in 
an advisory capacity and also to get 
a line for a similar case to be 
pushed against the Menace. Mr. 
Fleming paid his reapecta to the 
Sisterhood in highest terms, saying 
that no one has a higher respect 
for fho.se "swent-farod solf-sacrlfic- 
Ing women whom we see on the 
streets in brown, seeking contribu- 
tions to aid them in educating the 
poor and the negroes, than I hare, 
and I firmly believe that their r^ 
ward will be measured by the scope 
of their self-denial and sacrlflces." 

He concluded with an appeal to 
snioothe the thing over, and let 
Catholics and Protestants live to- 
gether In poarp and harmony. 

Assistant District Attorney Miller, 
for the Oovernment, delivered a 
telling argument for the conviction 
of Watson, pleading that a man of 
Watson's caliber should be placed 
where he should no longy be a 
menace. He said In part: 

"I am not here to engage in any 
reliu'idus argument. I am not here 
to defend or fo rnndeinn the Roman 
Catholic faith. It maki'.-^ no differ- 
ence to you, gentlemen, whether 
every word contained in these mag- 
aiinea is true or false; it is for you 
to decide whether the reading of 
these articles would cause the 
young to think upon sexual mat- 
ters; or as expressed by the court, 
if the manner of expression is such 
as would affront or otTend the nod* 
esty of refined persons." 

Mr. Miller read an excerpt from 
one of the magasines and remarked 
to the Jury that he could not un- 
derstand any Southern white man 
who would put into print an 
articlo .so M.iUHeating. Mr. Miller 
said that while the witness Pulllam 
was engaged In translating ttie 
Latin extracts from the witness 
stand Saturday he (Mr. Miller) had 
a picture in his mind of the de- 
fendant in his library at Thomson, 
"gorging hmself upon the basest, 
most degradng Iterature, and pick- 
ing out the filth and disseminating 
It, so that those may read it who 
have not access to the original vol- 
umes. Those Latin extracts have 
come down from the Middle -Ages." 
he said, "and I see no 'good faith' 
in the publication of the article 
which contained them, for every 
reasonable man in Oeorgia knows 
that no such questions are asked 
of girls and women in the Catholic 
confessional today." He -is simply 
appealing to the passions and prej- 
udices of the people, so as to get 
a few more dollars for himself, de- 
clared Mr. MiUer. 



Mr. Miller continued: "There is 
nothing In the article to indicate 
good faith, and the only other 
roaaoB tftt putting it in was to in- 
crease the circulation of the maga- 
zine. No man, other than a moral 
degenerate, one who worships sen- 
suality himself, would wade through 
such filth and slime to get the 
stuff he puts in his magazine. Is 
the man who poses as the repre- 
sentative of the "wool hat boy,' the 
farmer, the poor man- is he to i)e 
permitted to violate the law with 
impunity, simply on aooount of his 
prominence, past and presentT" 

Reading an extract from the Jef- 
fersonlan, Mr. Miller said the 
Roman Catholics might be bad peo- 
ple, but that no man could print 
the sort of stuff about them that 
he had just read and send It 
through the mails. He can send It 
by hand, but no such stuff as that 
in the mails, he said. Mr. Miller 
advised the jury not to permit re- 
ligious prejudices to influence their 
decision. "This defendant Is a 
man of prominence, a former Con- 
gressman, and is accredited with 
considerable influence at present, 
and he thinks on account of these 
things he can violate the law with 
impunity. If this Jury sivys these 
articles eomplalned of la the indiot- 
ment are not obscene, what can you 
expect in the December magaiine 
and Jeffersonian?" 

Mr. Miller concluded with the 
declaration that a man who floods 
the country with "filthy, incendiary 
literature that excites and plays 
upon the prejudices should be

The secret consistory at which 
new Cardinals were to be named and 

other important business transacted 
I began Monday morning shortly after 
I 10 o'clock at the Vatican. Notwith- 
standing the world war, it was pre- 
ceded and attended with the same 
pomp as was customary under Pope 
Leo. The only difference was the 
absence of some of the foreign Car- 
dinals, especially from the United 
States. Pope Benedict la his allocu- 
tion before the Cardinals urged 
peace among the warring powers, a 
just and lasting peace, which 
favored none. This happy result 
could be attained only by "an ex- 
change of Ideas, based upon good 
will, and calm deliberation, duly 
recognising the aspirations of all, 
eliminating the unjust and impos- 
sible and taking into account with 
equal measure what is Just and pos- 
sible." 

The Cardinals from the belligerent 
countries were almost all In the 
group of Cardinal priests, in their 
order of seniority. The English Car- 
dinal Bourne, Archbishop of West- 
minster, came first: Cardinal De 
Cabrleres, Bishop of Montpelller, 
France, eeooad, aad Cardinal 
Beguin, Archbldxop of Quebec, 
third. They were separated by the 
monk, Cardinal SerafinI, from Car- 
dinal von Hartmaaa. Arehblahop of 
(^ilogne, who was the last of the 
group. 

Pope Benedict looked well and 
strong. He was full of determina- 
tion, especially when delivering his 
allocution, in which he again con- 
demned the horrors of war. In his 
allocution the Pope said to the Car- 
dinals: 

"Without doubt you are aware of 
the difficulties which up to the pres- 
ent have impeded us from convoking 
the .Sacred College. If finally I have 
been granted today fo see you again 
in goodly numbers, it is not because 
those difficulties have become less, 
but because we feared that by longer 
delay the procedure of the Roman 
curia might seriously suffer, since 
during this year and the one Just 
passed not a few are the vacancies 
which death has caused in the Sacred 
ColIcKe. If at all times the loss of 
enlightened councillors and trusted 
assistants causes sorrow to the 
Roman Pontiff, It is much more so 
now, having assumed the govern- 
ment of the church. In this grave 
and historic moment before the as- 
sembly, notwithstanding the ruin 
accumulating during the last sixteen 
months; notwithstanding that the 
desire for peace grows daily in many 
hearts and that numberless families 
In their sorrow long for if; notwith- 
standing that we have tried every 
means that might hasten peace or 
allay discord, nevertheless the fatal 
war still groirs in fury by land and 
sea and threatens unfortuaate Ar- 
menia with extreme rula. 

"The letter which on the anni- 
versary of the beginning of war we 
addressed to the belligerent peoples 
and their rulers, though it received 
a reverent hearing, It by no means 
produced the benefleent effects that 
were expected. As Vicar of HIra 
who la the peaeefal fclag and the 
prince of peace, we can not be but 
moved by the misfortunes of so many 
of our children; we can not but con- 
tinually raise our hands in supplica- 
tion to the Ciod of mercies, entreat- 
ing Him with our whole heart that 
He may deign in his power to put an 
end tu this sanguinary conflict. 
While we seek with all our resources 
to alleviate the doleful consequences, 
we feel obliged by our apostolic of- 
fice to Inculcate anew the only 
means which can quickly put an end 
to the tremendous conflagration. 
Prepare for that peace which the 
whole of humanity ardently wishes 
for, that is a peace that is just and 
lasting not atlvantageou.-; to one 
alone of the belligerent parties. 

"The way which can surely lead to 
this happy result is that which has 
already been tried and found satis- 
factory in similar circumstances, and 
in which we made mention in our 
last letter. That is, an exchange of 
Ideas, be It direct or indirect, based 
upon good will and calm deliberation 
and set forth with clearness, duly 
recognizing the aspirations of all, 
eliminating the unjust and impos- 
sible aad taklag iato aooount with 
equal BMMunue what is Just and pos- 
sible. Naturally, as In all human 
controvenies which must be settled 
through the efforts of the contending 
parties themeslves, it is absolutely 
necessary that concessions be made 
upon some point by both parties; 
that some of the hoped-for advan- 
tages must be renounced, and that 
each must make with good grace 
such concession, even at the cost of 
some sacrifice, so as not to assume 
before God and man the enormous 
responsibility for the continuation of 
this shedding of blood, of which his- 
tory records no counterpart and 
which, if prolonged further, might 
mean for Europe the l>eginning of 
decadence from the degree of pros- 
perous oivillaatioa to which the 
Christian religion has raised her 
from nothing."

The inauguration of Gov. A. O. 
Stanley on Tuesday marked aa 
epoch in Kentucky's history, the 

crowd being the greatest in the his- 
tory of Frankfort in the opinion of 
many, while others believe that in 
attendance it was only surpassed by 
one, and that when Gov. Blackburn 
was sworn in. However, from the 
standpoint of Democracy It could 
not be equaled, the weather being 
ideal, the enthusiasm great and the 
fareweU speech of Gov. MoCreair 
followed by Ctov. Stanley's address 
being masterpieces. 

The biggest and best feature and 
the one that will live long In the 
memory of tliose who witnessed it 
was the parade ol Democrats from 
all sections of the state, the Frank- 
fort Committee of Arrangements 
having everything timed to a 
nicety. Over seventy automobiles 
were at the head of the foot march- 
ers and the latter made a string 
two miles long, all in all presentlny 
beautiful sight from the brow of 
the Capitol hill as they came along 
with banners and colors flying to 
the tune of many and Inspiring 
marches. The Covington Democratic 
Club made a neat appearance in 
their dressy uniforms, also the 
clubs from Fayette county and 
Campbell came In for honorable 
mention. From point of men in 
line Louisville took first place, hav- 
ng over 1,100 on loot, with many 
autos following, .and this large dele- 
gation was given hearty applause 
along the line of march. 

County Attorney A. Scott Bullitt 
was Chief Marshal of the Louisville 
delegation, he and Joseph Overberg, 
Charles Barker and Jake Hartstern, 
Ills aides, all being mounted on 
iei v (?) chargers from a Frankfort 
ixerv stable. Frank McGrath, 
liairnian of the City and County 
Committee, and John J. Barry 
President of the Mo.se Green Club 
led the foot marchers, and in- 
terspersed between the columns of 
marchers were two bands of music 
and a drum corps. At every atop- 
plng place the Mose Green quar- 
tette, headed by Jake Graft and 
Ferd. Echsner, sang their famous 
Inauguration melody, and the lines 
referring to the part played by 
Louisville In tlie recent election 
made a big hit. Every prominent 
Democrat and city and county offi- 
cial from here was on hand, and if 
there was any doubt about harmony 
among Louisville Democracy it was 
dispelled Tuesday. Col. James P. 
Whallen, Jailer Charles Foster and 
Sheriff Charles Cronan made the 
trip in an automobile and arrived 
just In time at the Capitol grounds 
to receive an ovation from the 
Loolsville marchers who were going 
by. Mayor Bnschemeyer had made 
the trip in advaaee with Ueut. Gov. 
McDermott, aad they were special 
guests of honor with the Frankfort 
reception committee. 

As this was the first gathering 
of State Democrats since the official 
result of the Governor's race was 
announced, many discussed the 
closeness of the race and the 
causes therefor. Some said the 
trouble was caused by too much 
Haldeman la the party; W. B. 
Haldemaa apteiated on the Racing 
Commission, he in turn securing the 
appointment of his nephew. Walter 
Haldeuan Pearce, as Secretary of 
the Commission; then Haldeman 's 
attempt to remove the committee in 
Louisville followed by his attempt 
to secure the seat of Urey Wood- 
son aa National Committeeman, all 
of this coupled together meaning 
the loss of thousands of votes, and 
now from Gov.

Radicalism Is showing itself in 
many wajs in these days. It has la 
fact begun to run wild. In Chicago 
some weeks afo, as every one was 
well informed In the general news- 
papers, a doctor refused to attempt 
10 save the life of a child because 
It was defective. He then issued a 
statement and wrote an article for 
the Socialist paper, the New York 
Call, in which he declared that "the 
case is a strung argument for birth 
control" and that ' it I could have 
legally prevented the birth of the 
child I would have done it." Then 
ho proposed sterilization as his 
universal remedy for the situation, 
"aterlllze defectives in this genera- 
tion and we will have 60 per cent, 
less defectives in the next Sterilize 
defectives for three generations aad 
we wll have a nearly normal raee." 
These sweeping statements did not 
take into account, as radicalism 
never takes into account, the great 
moral evils whicli would result from 
such measures and (heir final inade- 
quacy in the line of the physloal 
Improvement of the race. 

As a result of the whole episode 
ia Chicago, it had been announced, 
a movement is to be set oa foot 
afresh to legalize the praetlee of 
"birth control." At the present time 
any physician who aids in this mat- 
ter is subject to fine of |5,000 and 
five years in prison — a most de- 
served punishment. The aim la now 
to have this law repealed. Dr. Rob- 
inson, the Socialist writer on med- 
ical topics, is the prime mover in 
the matter. In the New York Call 
he anounces that "a band of re- 
formers has already been seleeted • 
to assail the legislators when they 
assemble In the capital." 

"Three years ago." he gOes oh' 
say, "we were treated like criminals 
when we attempted to get the mat- 
ter before Congress. But the wide 
discussion of the Chicago case has 
made it Impossible for the law- 
makers to ignore the subject any 
longer. The ease has no direct 
bearing on birth" control, for the 
mother had two healthy children. 
But the publicity which the caso 
has received has at least swept 
away those barriers of silence which 
hitherto have kept the subject ot 
childbirth from consideration by 
our great American public." 

And so we have the whole meat 
of the story. The pernicious prac- 
tice of artificial birth control Is to 
bo taught to the people and en- 
couraged. What brutality of 
thought and action will such a 
violation of the natural laws bring 
forth! Even in this particular in- 
stance the representatives of "sci- 
ence" are at odds, for one thini m 
that birth control could have been 
practioed to advantage la the Chi- 
cago eeae and the other thinks Oth- 
erwise. The radical organ. The 
New Republic, while it chanipiona 
birth control and thinks the Chl- 
catro doctor "a pioneer," is doubt- 
ful as to whether we could trust 
any oae with the "ultimate de- 
cision" as to irhat children are un- 
fit and what ehUdren otherwise. If 
we can not trust medical men with 
the decision as to the unfit 
in early life, how can we have 
them decide the status of a child 
as yet unborn? 

Catholics should use every means 
to combat these radical and un- 
healthy proposals, leading to sinful 
and destructive violations of the 
natural law. Race* suicide and 
sterilization will not assist us in 
the solution of the problem of the 
feebleminded and defective. Segre- 
gation of those undoubtedly de- 
fective and advice as to the absten- 
tion from marriage for others who 
may rear defective children is the 
way wo must meet this matter. The 
destructive ideas of irresponsibllty 
and selfishness, leading to so mneh 
greater evils, must be stamped out 
and discouraged. Against this latest 
move of radicalism we mtiat em- 
phatically and decisively pit oar ea- 
ergles.
